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REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlborough: 


I submit my first annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. I will first make brief mention of the educational pro- 
gvram of the state, under the new law which went into effect 
September 1, 1919, and then call attention to some of the most 
important problems and local needs. : 

In his address at the School Board Conference in Concord 
last October, Governor Bartlett said, among other things: ‘‘To 
equalize school opportunities, and then raise that equalized 
level, has been the thought uppermost in my mind in recomend- 


ing and stimulating a revision of the school laws . . . .The 
sunlight of education must shadow no dark spots. It must 
shine with equal cheer and clearness in the poor kitchens under 
the far-off hills as in the rich and affluent centers.”’ 


The purpose of the new law is to make such equalization 
effective. By this law an organization is provided which is to 
administer the school affairs of the state on ordinary business 
principles. Statewide supervision is made compulsory, and 
provision is made for standardizing the schools of the state. A 
standard school is defined as ‘‘one (1) maintained for at least 
thirty-six weeks in each year, (2) in a suitable and sanitary 
building, (3) equipped with approved furniture, books, maps 


~ 








and other necessary appliances, (4) taught by an approved 
teacher, (5) directed and supervised by an approved superin- 
tendent, (6) with suitable provision for the health and physical 
welfare of all pupils.’’ The law also provides for state aid to. 
towns in which a tax of $5 on each $1000 of valuation does not 
yield sufficient money for maintaining such standard schools. 


Such powers are given to the State Board and its officers 
- aS are necessary to secure a degree of uniformity in procedure 
and in standards that will insure equality of opportunity to all 
the children of the state, and the duties of superintendents in 
directing and supervising the work of the schools are defined ; 
but the management of all school business in the districts is 
vested in the local school boards, with power to select the 
superintendent, teachers, and other school employees, and to 
determine their salaries. 


The fourth requirement stated above in the definition of a 
standard school is now the most difficult one to meet because of 
the shortage of teachers throughout the state and country. Re- 
liable information shows that some twenty-two percent of the 
- teachers of the country have quit teaching in the past year. In 
New Hampshire there are at the present writing probably up- 
wards of seventy-five schools closed for lack of teachers, and 
there does not seems to be any promise of a relief for the con- 
dition during the next year. While there are doubtless many 
- eauses contributing to this situation it is generally agreed that 
the chief reason is inadequate pay, and any measures that may 
be taken to recruit teachers, especially in the rural districts, 
will fail unless considerably increased wages are paid. Marl- 
boro is fortunate in having no vacancies and is particularly 
fortunate in having.a strong corps of teachers, many of whom 
have served the district for some years and are rendering 
especially valuable service. I urge you, in the face of the condi- 
tions existing especially, therefore, to make every effort to re- 
tain these strong teachers. With such a staff it is possible not 
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only to have the usual work of the schoolroom well done, but 
there is a strong influence exerted upon the character of the 
boys and girls which tends to mould their characters and to 
develop a spirit of good citizenship, and this is the great aim of 
education in a democracy today. 

While the greatest factor in a school is a good teacher, the 
best of teachers cannot produce altogether good results without 
the cooperation of the community, and the first duty of the 
citizens in supporting their schools is to provide adequate 
equipment and good surroundings. It is for this reason that the 
standard school must meet the requirements of a ‘‘suitable and 
sanitary building,’’ and ‘‘approved furniture, books, maps,’’ 
etc. The State Board of Education, acting under the authority 
given in the new law, prescribes certain regulations for the ap- 
proval of schoolhouses, and these requirements at least should 
be provided for at the earliest possible moment. Among the 
requirements I refer to are the following: Lighting from the 
left and rear, or from the left only, through windows equal in 
area to at least one-fifth of the floor area in each schoolroom ; 
ight colored walls, ceilings and shades; provision for adequate 
heating and ventilation without direct drafts on the pupils; 
sanitary outhouses and toilets; supply of good drinking water 
and means of washing with soap; good floors treated to keep 
down the dust. I recommend, therefore, that a careful estimate 
of the cost of such alterations as may be-necessary to make 
your schoolhouses conform to the regulations be prepared and 
submitted to the voters at the March meeting, and that the 
money needed be appropriated at that time, in order that dur- 
ing the coming spring and the summer vacation the work may 
be done. The most important and most costly changes will be the 
installation of a steam heating and ventillating system in the 
Village school, and the extra windows that will be needed in 
both buildings. The sanitary arrangements in the Village 
school, especially for the boys, need to be improved, and 
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especially there is needed a more plentiful supply of water and 
more efficient and sanitary drinking fountains. 

I would call your attention also to the last mentioned re- 
quirement of a standard school,—‘‘suitable provision for the 
health and physical welfare of all pupils.’’ We are now organiz- 
ing the physical education in the Village school so as to provide 
for a system of physical exercise and corrective drills for all 
the pupils. The medical inspection reveals many defects in the 
children needing the attention of a nurse and physician. Under 
the provisions of the Medical Inspection Act no action is pos- 
sible beyond the physician’s examination and sending notice 
to parents that certain defects are found. In too many eases 
the parents give these notices no attention, or at least the de- 
fect is not remedied, and it is right here that a school nurse is 
needed to follow up the work of the physician and urge 
parents to consult their family physicians or specialists and 
secure the necessary treatment for the children. Some ap- 
propriation should be made for a school nurse; perhaps in co- 
operation with those who are interested in securing a district 
nurse for Marlboro a solution of both matters may be worked 
out. 

The program of studies for the Junior and Senior High 
Schools, which was prepared last year, was approved by the 
State Board and these schools are now listed as approved in 
Class B with a five year program. The work that is prescribed 
in that program is being conducted this year in an efficient 
manner. We have within the past month reorganized the work 
of the schools so as to incorporate some of the features of the 
‘supervised study methods that have been developed in various 
parts of the country in the past five years, and we hope in this 
way to reach a little more definitely and effectively the needs 
of the large majority of the pupils. To teach boys and girls 
how to study, how to organize their knowledge and apply it to 
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the solution of real problems,—is the end sought in this modi- 
fied method of classroom procedure. 

_ The closing of the Depot School after the Christmas vaca- 
tion I regard as a great gain, in that it provides for the need 
of the children who attended that school to be more in contact 
with English speaking children and consequently more under 
the influence of our American ideals. In this connection I would 
eall your attention to the provisions of the laws of the state in 
regard to the program of Americanization. There are in all 
probability more than twenty people in the town of Marlboro 
who eannot ‘‘read and speak the English language under- 


standingly,’’ to quote the terms of the law, and if this is so 


the School Board is required to provide a special school for 
these people, either day or evening as may be most practicable. 

Provision for a greater amount of manual training has 
been made, as was advocated in Mr. Best’s report last -year. 


The boys in the Junior-Senior High School have two periods 


a week of manual arts, while the girls are given an equal 
time in household arts courses. A few pupils reported having 
school gardens last year, some of which were successful, and 
we hope to organize that work in the coming spring so as to 
secure a larger number of pupils to engage in it. In order to 
insure their success some provision should be made for super- 
vision of the work by a competent person through the summer. 
It is poor economy and wholly inefficient teaching to get a 
number of boys and girls started on such a project as a school- 
home garden without seeing that they are properly directed 
and encouraged through the summer months, and unless some 
real help can be given it would be better not to undertake this 
work. | would urge your consideration of a small appropria- 
tion for this purpose. | 

In closing let me emphasize the importance of the pro- 
visions for adequate salaries for teachers, for the improvements 
in school buildings and equipment, for the health and physical
